A NEW COMMISSARIAT. . 


Competition on the market on the 
part of the Proletariat is'no less than a 
specific new form of the cliss struggle,”

“ Competition’ on tne market by ‘the. 


‘Proletariat "' means competition hy the 
State itself, the.Co-operatives, and by the 
State: trusts, ete., which do business on 
The. new 
Commissariat of Internal Trade is intend- 
ed as o sort of de headquarters for 
co-ordinating and directing this competi- 
tion, which, as the Communists now ‘see 
taxing 
the private trade out of existence” which 
was oace the notion of some of the more’ 
simple-minded. It means the assumption. 
by the State of the functions often per- 
formed in other countries by large com- 
bines which, by dumping.or by refusing | 
to sell, contrive.to throw their rivals out 
of business or to raise the selling rice 
of a commodity. The Communists hope 
by the same methods to throw out of 
business their rivals, the private a oa 
ists (not at once, of course, but by. 
lengthy’ process), and, in smaller thi : 
to prevent any change i in prices of which 
they do not approve. They see al! this 
part of the struggle with private capital 
as a strugylé between rival combines, and 
they ‘think that their own combine is:the 
better armed of the two.

This clear conception of the fornuritigh | 
the struggle with the private capitalist is 
to take hax not been reached suddenly, 
It‘may have been in Lenin's mind. [t 

was certainly not in the minds of .the 
bulk of his followers during those years 
when, “ gritting their teeth," they watch- 
ed the first effects of the New Economie 
Policy, that they then regarded simply as 
a coneession Joreéd from them hy the 
hostility »of the peasants, They have 
reached it’ by an adventurous process of 
self-education.

My former stay in Annam would hardly 
jes aking the place of the 


fy. mo in. t b Y 
resident of our Society, as he is 


an ‘undisputed authority tn the matter 
of Far Eastern learning. In any caso 
it is to Mr. Ceadés that you will: owe. 
the documentation which has revived ‘ny 
old memories of, the annals of Annam.

| principal phases of a ceremony, the acvom- 


plishment of which takes hours, the cere-

Heaven nnd Earth. Some, explanation 
has, therefore, appeared necessary. 
The former shepherds of the plains of 


-} northern China appeor to haye:been tho 


creators of the worship still paid in our 
day, Those shepherd kings were not 
idolators.’ Thirty, centuries -before our 
érathey believed in one God, o personal 
and.active being, just, powerful, compas- 
glonate, governing the worlds he had 
created. God was nut to be importuned 
with prayers, since the whole.of Nature 
manifested his benevolence. But as the 
world in, whieh they lived scemed good, 
the ancient Chinese felt the obligation to 
thank God the Creator. At the ‘outuet 
at least, their sacrifices, then. did not 
present any idea of a supplication or an 


| expiation. Humility, simplicity and gra- 


titude ought slone to animate an act 
which reached its full expression only if 
the sentiments manifested by the officiat- 
ing ae came from the depths of his 
own heart. It was this-perpetual idea of 
the‘creature before his God that led the 
ancient Chinese to offer their sacrifices 
to the. most striking physical’ detonstra- 
tions of the divine power. They imazina 
thatthe Supreme Being had divided his 
spiritual power, thus giving birth to the 
spirit. of Heaven and to that of Earth, 

e had then liberated the two forces, 
male and female, constituting Nature. 
These had in their turn given birth to 
the elements constituting the worlds and 
the great natural phenomena. rain, wind, 
thunder. while the union of Heaven, and 
Enrth crented man and all living beings, 


{ animal and vegetable. 


To the two divine spirits, from whom 
they believed themselves, descended and 
who personified the Supreme Being, the 
ancient Kings, felt bound to accord the, 
honours which, is the Chinese family, the 
child, so: scrupulously renders to his par: 
ents.. Such was ‘the. idea which’ 4,600. 
years ago dominated the first sacrifices 
of this worship, and such is still the Sdea 
which governs. the modern rites of the. 
Nam Gino of the empire of Annam. 
Filial. piety Jed ‘Chinese princes to asso- 
ciate their human ancestors with the pure. 
ls’ spiritual ancestors in this act of gra- 
titude 2 1: ; A 

The ancient Chinese religion, did not 
possess, B special -hierarchy of pricyts, 
The priests were the head of the family, 
the head of the clan, the pripce, and ‘fin- 
ally the emperor, who officiated because 
their virtue or their power placed’ than 
they believed nearer Gdd than the rest 
ofimen. " . . 


Originally, then, the head of the' faintly. 


poxsessed the right of ‘sacrificing in hon- 
our of Heaven and Earth, but when one 
of them succeeded in. imposing... his 
authority on others. thix new chief of 
clan speedily reserved to himself the 
right of offciatihg in the name of those 
under him in this worship of the,common 
ancestors, ee wham the spirits of 
Heaven and Earth were the most august. 
The Princes took:the same Jine with’ the 
beads of the clans, and finally the Emper- 
ors did“ the same ‘in the case of the 
Princes, Suzerainty: over -@ van vished 
Prine: would be affirmed by making him 
close the places he had used for his sacri- 
fices to Heaven. This wae established 
that the Emperor.was the sole master, by 
Fight divine, of all’living. It was then 
that his people saluted bim -with the title 
of ‘Son of Heaven,” .an ‘exppression 
whith the first foreigners who came in 
contact with the Chinese, from ignorance 
as much as in derision, wrongly applicd to 

every representative of that race: 
The Sun, as the most important of the 
bodics, was" taken to be the

“The following’ telegram haa been sent 
to Premier, We W. Yen} Dr. WK.

Tong Shao¥i and 
other Chinese:— - 

More than one month has elapsed since 
the outbreak of the Niangsu-Chekiang 
civil, war. The terrible distresa, which 
the people have suffered ig indescribable. 
Inside the fighting. zone they have been 
killed, maimed or without food and 
clothing; outside it many are on the: 
verge of stdrvation‘due to stagnation 3 
trade and increaped. coat of living. Tho 
nimber of suffering people is at lenst six 
or ‘seven millions. “Phe conflict is; not 
yet ended, but the poor people are at the 
end of their resourera. We shudder to 
think what will hecome of them in the 
future. ‘The people of Kiangeu and Che- 
Hkiang have always beén charitably in- 
clined. When there were flood and 
drought in the North they showed prac- 
tical, sympathy by raising large sums of 
money for relief purposes. These two

DARIO RESTA'S “PATE. » 
SMASH, AT usa MILES PER ROY n. : 


The motor-tncing world has ‘Jost one 
of. ita’best known and most’brilliant men 
by the denth of Durio Reata, who was 
killed on, Sentember rd at Brooklands 
while attempting to break .the present 
apeud records up to fifty kildimetres. 


Resta was a familiar igure at Brook- 
lands, where, he had been practising and 
racing hundreds of times.- He was driving 
irae new Sunbeam two-litre racing cir 
of the Grand Prix modet. On the pre: 
vioys day he went for a practice spin 
over the cours’, taking with him his son, 
aged 12, On Sept. ard he was accom- 
panied by° William’ Perkins, the Sun- |.

“As Resta’ intention to try to lial 
the records was’ known in motoring 
cireles, there were many witnesses of the 
tragedy, both on the grand stand: and 
scattered. about the course, which is 


nearly . three miles in circumference. 


The accident, which happened at 11.20 
occurred on the north side of tho 
course,.at a spot knqwn ag.the ‘railway 
straight,” which extends between the 
banking of Seven Arches and the Sewage 
Farm, Tac track, which is there a dead 
level, is separated from the rough ground. 
between it and the railway line byr post 
and rail fencing, fanktd by all ‘corru: 
gated iron sheeting.’ When. the “ear had 
reached the “atraight’’ on the fourth
